(1) Except as otherwise ex-
pressly provided by the Wisconsin Statutes or by department order:

(a) K shall be unlawiul other than ice fishing for any person to take,
eateh, or kiil fish or fish for fish of any variety with more than 2 lines or 2
poles with 1 line attached to each pole and with 1 hook or bait to each line
except in Lake Superior, Lake Michigan, Sturgeon Bay and Green Bay
where 2 lines with no more than 2 hooks or lures attached to each line
may be used, :

(b). Any fisherman fishing other than ice ﬁshing with not more than 1
line or pole with 1 line attached thereto may have attached to such line
not more than 2 lures or 2 hooks or 2 baits.

Dip nets (landing nets) 8 feet or Iess in diameter and a gaff may be used
for the purpose of landing fish legally hooked.

{e) No person shall use as bait or possess or release any minnows or
other fish except trout on any waters or shores of such waters which have
been chemically treated for trout management and which are so identi-
fied and designated by signs posted on the shores thereof by the depart-
ment of natural resources.

(ee) No person shall place minnow traps in waters which have heen
chemicaily treated to reestablish a trout fishery,

(f) No person shall use minnows as bait while fishing through the ice in
a}reelrll Lake, Green Lake county except where the lake is 50 feet or less in
epth.

(g} Any fish taken into actual possession, unless released immediately,
shall be included as part of the daily bag limit,

(2} (a) No person shall, except as expressly provided, possess or control
on any of the inland waters or shores of inland waters at any time any
gun, bow and arrow, spear, net or similar device that might be used for
the purpose of taking, catching or killing fish.

Sauk (except it is illegal to spear fish while skin diving or with bow and
arrow in Devil's lake), Sheboygan, Vernon, Walworth, Washington,
Waukesha, Waupaca and Waushara (except during & sturgeon spearing
season in any specified water).

(e} It shall be lawful for any person to take rough fish by means of
spears or by spear fishing by the method commonily known as skin diving
or bow and arrow, sunrise to sunset, from the Saturday nearest May 20
to November 1, inclusive, on the inland waters or from shores of inland
waters in the counties of Burnett, Chippewa, Douglas, Rusk, Taylor,
Washburn, Polk and Barron.

(b) Suckers and carp may be speared, sunrise to sunset only, from Sat-
urday nearest March 15 to, but not inciuding the Saturday nearest May

1. White rlver below the 3unct10n of the main and west branches in
SEY% NE%, sec. 10, townshap 18 north, range 10 east, town of Dakota,
downstream to the ‘White river ﬂowage in sec. 13 of Dakota township.

readable and legible at all times a tag of permanent material bearing the
name and address of the owner or user,

(10) No person shall fish for trout in inland waters without a trout
stamp of current issue with the mgnature of the licensee written in ink
across its face and ﬁrmly affixed by its own adhesive to the back of a valid
fishing or sportsman’s license,

NR 20,09 Dip nets in inland and ouilying waters, (1) GENERAL RESTRIC-
TIONS. Except as provided in this section and in ss. NR 20.04, 20.10 and
20.11 no person shali set, use or operate any dip net in any of the inland
or outlying waters of the state for taking, catching or killing any variety
of fish. No person, while operating a dip net for rough fish, shall fish for
fish in any other manner at that time and no person shali fish with hook
and line from any boat that has a dip net attached. Only one dip net per
person is permitted for the taking of smelt and minnows. Such dip net
must be attended at al! times while in use and such nets shall only be
raised and lowered vertieally when fishing.

(a) It is unlawful to sell, barfer or trade in any manner any suckers
taken pursuant to this section,

(2) USE oF DIP NETS. (a) Definition. Dip nets used for takmg, catching,
or killing rough fish shall be defined as follows: a plece of netting sus-
pended from a round or square frame not exceeding 8 feet in diameter or
8 feet square.

(b) Marinette and Oconto counities. Not more than one dip net per per-
son may be used at any time for the taking, catching, or killing of rough
ﬁsh in Marinette and Oconto counties in all the streams and rivers flow-
ing into Green Bay from a point 200 feet upstream from the mouth, and
extending a distance of 15 miles inland in a straight line.
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
